PUBLIC MEBTING. 

Last week an advertisement appeared in 
the Buturrin calling a public meeting of the 
citizens of Edmonton and vicinity for Tues- 
day vee J 1 Sist in“ Stewart & Banner- 
man’s Hall at 7:30 p. m. for the purpose of 
advocating the appointment of the Hon. 
Edgar Dewdney as minister of interior. By 
order of the committee, C. F. Strang, secre- 
tary.” As the a ntment of Mr. Dewdney 
has been attracting considerable attention 
lately, the citizens of Edmonton and vicinity 
to the number of over 150 responded to the 
call and gathered on the street in front of the 
hall from six to half past seven awaiting the 
opening of the meeting. From the conver- 
sation indulged in it did not appear that the 
advocacy of Mr. Dewdney’s appointment was 
altogether unanimous, and an interesting 
meeting was looked for. As the hour ap- 
proached the interest and the crowd increas- 
ed and when it had passed and the door of 
the hall remained closed, without either the 
committee, whoever they aight be, or their 
secretary appearing on the scene, wonder 
was expressed as to what was the matter—cer- 
tainly it was not the lack of a large and re- 
presentative attendance. At last Mr. Banner- 
man, proprietor of the hall and Mr. Strang, 
secretary of the committee appeared, but in- 
stead of opening the hall to the meeting they 
posted a rd on the door as follows: 
“Notice. This meeting is postponed until 
Thureday 2nd Aug. at2 p. m. By order of 
the committee. C. F. Strang, secretary.“ Be- 
ing asked the reasons of postponement 
they gave none, and retired across thestreet. 
Three cheers weregiven by the crowd, which 
was apparently of strongly anti-Dewdney 
sentiment, in token of their victory, follow- 
ed by three groans for the secretary of the 
committee, in acknowledgement of hie ac- 
tion. The meeting having been refused ad- 
mittance to the hall adjourned to the upper 
story of A. Macdonald & Co's. warehouse 
which was Feces at their disposal, by Mr. 
Cameron. Jas. McDonald was elected chair- 
man and A. Prince secretary. The chairman 
explained that the meeting had assembled in 
response to the announcement appearing in 
the BULLETIN to express an opinion regard- 
ing the appointment of the Hon. Edgar 
Dewdney as minister of the interior, and 
announced that it was now open for business. 

M. McCauley was called upon and drew 
attention to the insult that had been offered 
the intelligent electors of this place by an 
unknown committee who had called upon 
taem to attend a public meeting and then 
without any reason, and without even at- 
tempting to offer any, nad shut the door in 
their faces. He thought if they were known 
it would be only right to pass & vote of cen - 
sure on them for such an insulting and 
cowardly action. He was not in sympathy 
with the object of the meeting as advertised 
butowing to the unexpected turn that affairs 
had taken he did not think it necessary to 
explain his views at any great length. 

The chairman said he had heard on the 
street as he came from  Bannerman’s 
hall to the present place of meetin 
that the reason the meeting was adjourn 
was that the BuLLeTins containing the an- 
nouncement did not reach St. Albert at the 
usual time. 

Frank Oliver said that if sent by the mail 
the BULLETINS did not reach St. Albert until 
Monday night, and many of the people did 
not get them until the following Sunday. 
Therefore they desired that he should for- 
ward them on Saturday evening by any re- 
liable person going from Edmonton to St. 
Albert. He had given the St. Albert bundle 
2 Mr. Harnois, who had promised to deliver 

em. 

Mr. Harnois said that he had taken the 
BULLETINS as stated. He did not go to dt. 
Albert on Sunday as usual on account of 
rain, but on Monday he had told his boy to 
take them. 

Mr. Oliver mentioned that the Sturgeon 
packet did not reach its destination either. 

D. Ross was called upon to address the 
meeting. He at firat declined, but after- 
wards consented. He had a speech pre- 
pared for the meeting but if he gave it to the 
crowd before him he would be hooted. 

He was reminded that he was addressing 
kentlemen who when they asked him to 
speak intended to listen to what he had to 


say. 

He continued that at any rate the meeting 
was agairst him and he would only be wast- 
ing his time in trying to impress hie views 


upon them. 

D. Maloney was called upon and said that 
the people of St. Albert had been notified of 
the meeting by messenger. That was how 
he received notice of it. If the people of St. 
Albert were not here it was not for lack of 
notice. A number were in town during the 
afternoon but had gone home. He did not 
know much about the minister of interior, 
and thought he could talk more freely on the 
question of timber dues. He had been call- 
ed to town ay te pay these dues and 
80 had a number his neighbors. He ob-

a had been called upon to meet shut in 
their faces, it was still the meeting called for 
July 81st. This meeting represented the 
public of Edmonton and it was their duty to 
proceed with the business regarding which 
N had been called together. The object 
f the committee which called the meeting 
was, asfar ashe could —— something 
more than appeared in the announcement. 
Judging by a letter from one who seemed to 
be a prime mover in the calling of the meet 
ing, which appeared in the last issue of the 
BULLETIN and by the expressions of others 
who took an active part in it, it was more for 
the pur of injuring the influence of one 
of our lately elected representatives in the 
Northwest legislature than it was to defend 
or uphold Mr. Dewdney. Such a course by 
any section of the people of this electoral 
district was suicidal. Both our representa- 
tives, with all the backing the people could 
give them, would not have too much influence, 
and to attempt to lessen the influence of one 
was too serious an ps Pd to the community 
to be passed over without notice. He had 
heard that some five years ago Mr. Dewdney 
had — 4 certain large sums of money 
in public iniprovements in this part of the 
country. He had also heard that the reason 
of that expenditure was to bribe the people 
of the district from electing to the Northwest 
council the man of their choice. If that 
money was intended as a bribe they owed 
Mr. Dewdney nothing for it, and if it wasnot 
a bribe it was money to which they were en- 
titled—whieh belonged to them—and they 
owed no special thanks for having been giv- 
en what was their own. Some individualsin 
the community might owe gratitude to Mr. 
Dewdney for favors conferred—some certain- 
ly did—but that was not a cause forgratitude 
from those who had not received such favors 
or from the community at large. He did not 
think ‘it advisable to pronounce in favor of 
the appointment of Mr. Dewdney, for if he 
was already appointed our endorsation would 
not help him any, and if not he might not be, 
and if we had endorsed him we would be 
at a disadvantage regarding whoever might 
de appointed. 
Frank Oliver was called upon. Ae his 
course and that ofthe BULLETIN had been 
freely discussed duriug the past week or two, 
and to-night as vell, in connection with the 
anowed object of the meeting, he would like 
to say afew words on the conduct of his 
newspaper. He felt it to be his duty to his 
subscribers to state his own convictions on 
public questions. He thought that wae 
more generally satisfactory than to attempt 
to voice the sentiments of every one who 
might desire to advance different views. 
But while advancing his own views as such 
he always gave the freedom of his columns 
to those who thought differently if they de- 
sired to use them, if wey did not go beyond 
proper limits. When Mr. Dewdney’s name 
was mentioned in connection with the—to 
us—most important office of minister of in- 
terior, believing that the appointment would 
not be conducive to the welfare of the coun- 
try he had said so. He had done his duty. 
He could do no more. He did not desire, 
and it was notinthe public interest, to do 
less. Those who complained that he did not 
voice public opinion in this matter had 
shown by their action in closing the hall to 
the meeting they had called that their desire 
was not to express but to repress public sen- 
timent. 

It was moved by F. H. Sache seconded by 
R. McKernan ‘‘That under the circumstances 
thie meeting does not desire to dictate to the 
federal government who shall fill the position 
of minister of interior.” 

Moved in amendment by M. McCauley 
seconded by D. R. Fraser That this meet- 
ing does not approve of the appointment of 
Hon. Edgar Dewdney as minister of interior.“ 

Mr. McCauley in support of the amend- 
ment said that Mr. Dewdney's administra- 
tion as lieutentant governor had not been 
satisfactory. He had done nothing to re- 
commend im for the position of minister of 
interior. It had been said that the people of 
the Northwest were 60 to lin Mr. Dew ney 0 
favor, but he was certain that the majority 
was very largely the other way. 

The amendment was put and earried un- 
animously. The meeting then adjourned.

ST. ALBERT MEETING. 

A meeting of the people of St. Albert call - 
ed by verbal notice for the purpose of con- 

ratulating the new minister of interior on 
his appointment was held on Thursday even- 
ing in the bar room of the Chevigny hotel. 
About 75 persons attended including a num- 
ber of Edmonton people who had been invit- 
ed. H. W. McKenny was chairman. J. U. 
Prieur, secretary. The secretary addressed 
the meeting in English and French. He an- 
nounced the death of Hon. Thos. White who 
had sacrificed his life, his tortunes and his 
family for his country and that he had gone 
to heaven to receive the rewards due his 

patriotism. Mr. Dewdney now occupied his 

lace as minister of the interior, a man whose 

onesty, ability and devotion to the half 
breed cause merited for him the congratula- 
tions of the half breed population of St. Al- 
bert on the occasion of his appointment, 
He read a resolution of congratulation to 
the new minister, and said it was a duty for 
them to approve it. He asked as a particul- 
ur favor, in the name of the friendship that 
he had always shown to the half breeds,—he 
who never misled them —and in the name of 
their friendship to himself,to approve of this 
resolution, for it would be service rendered 
to all. After considerable discussion to con- 
vince the half breeds to accept the resolution. 
O. Bellerose seconded it aud it was declared 
Carried. 

Two similar resolutions were presented 
and carried in the same . 

The mestiag was then declared open for 
general discussion on political questions and 
several 8 ers delivered addresses. 

Dr. Wilson said he was glad to have this 
his first opportunity after his election to thank 
the half breed and part of the French Cana; 
dian population of St. Albert for their good 
support. It had been said that he was the 
representative of the half breeds. He was 
proud of it. He had had opportunities in his 
political career to know Mr. Dewdney. He 
was aman of ability and honesty and to 
whom the half breeds owed a great deal. Any 
legislative business the people of St. Albert 
might have if placed in his (the speaker's) 
hands he would attend to faithfully as their
